Project Niagara is off the 
table, at least for now. 

With no government fund¬ 
ing in sight, the two orches¬ 
tras that hoped to anchor a 
summer festival in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake are walking 
away after five and a half 
years of working diligently to 
bring a major cultural attrac- 

“The National Arts Centre 
and the Toronto Symphony 
Orchestra have ended their 
efforts to create an interna¬ 
tional summer music festival 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
because of a complex eco¬ 
nomic and political environ¬ 
ment that made it difficult to 
secure government capital 
funding for the Project,” said 
an announcement released 
Tuesday. 

“It’s been an extraordinary 
labour of love for everyone 
involved,” said Peter 
Herrndorf, President and 
CEO of the National Arts

footsteps to pursue this 
dream in the years to come." 

The NAC and TSO had 
hoped to do for Canadian 
classical music what the 
Stratford and Shaw Festivals 
have done for Canadian the¬ 
atre. Project Niagara was 
designed to become a major 
international cultural and 
tourism attraction that would 
have drawn hundreds of 
thousands of people each 


year to Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
and was projected to infuse 
$100 million annually in the 
Ontario economy. 

There were strong opin¬ 
ions on both sides of the issue 
locally—the business com¬ 
munity hoped for the boost 
one more important attrac¬ 
tion might give the NOTL 
economy, and while many 
residents looked forward 
with anticipation to the cul¬ 
tural infusion, a small group 
of residents voiced traffic and 
noise concerns. 

The stumbling block, 
according to vocal supporter 
Tom Braybrook, has been the 
hesitancy on the part of the 
region to take steps to move 
the sewage lagoon on the 
Parks Canada property the 
Project Niagara proponents 
have been eyeing as home to 
their proposal. 

“The region supported the 
project in principle, but has 


chosen other priorities for 
funding,” he said, pointing to 
a request to the federal and 
provincial government for 
help with infrastructure 
improvements to the 
Burgoyne Bridge—and no 
request for money, thought 
to be forthcoming, to solve 
NOTL’s Lakeshore Road 
sewage problems. 

Residents have been com¬ 
plaining for years of the smell 
from the lagoon, and regional 
officials and staff have talked 
of the need to either fix the 
problem or rebuild else- 

But the region hasn’t made 
its move, and if the lagoons 
don’t move, there can be no 
Project Niagara, says 
Braybrook 

Worse news to the taxpay¬ 
ers of NOTL, he says, is that 
the region has lost the oppor¬ 
tunity for provincial and fed¬ 
eral funding to fix the local 


problem. 

The Project Niagara propo¬ 
nents, however, steer clear of 
pointing blame at any level of 
government, and cite the 
economic downturn as the 

Government funding is 
hard to come by these days, 
they say. 

But die project was a fan¬ 
tastic concept, says 
spokesperson Rosemary 
Thompson, and while the 
two main proponents have 
walked away, that’s not to say 
that it couldn’t still come 
together one day. 

The site chosen for Project 
Niagara was Parks Canada's 
Lakeshore Road 268-acre 
property that runs along Lake 
Ontario. It has a Carolinian 
forest on the western side 
and the eastern shoreline was 
the landing site of the US 
Army for the Battle of Fort 
George and the invasion of 


Canada in 1813. Project 
Niagara was proposing to use 
about 80 acres in the middle. 

“We believed this site 
would have been the perfect 
location for the kind of inter¬ 
national music festival that 
we had envisioned, one that 
would rival the best in the 
world, such as Tanglewood in 
the Berkshires, and the 
Salzburg Festival in Austria,” 
said Andrew Shaw, President 
and CEO of the Toronto 
Symphony Orchestra. “The 
feasibility and sustainability 
work on this concept is now 
done, and perhaps when the 
economy improves others 
will revive this wonderful

Canada property is fenced off 
to the public, and one of the

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Friends of NDSS ask for judicial review of school closure

The Friends of NDSS 
have said they would con¬ 
tinue the battle to keep sec¬ 


ondary school education in 
town, and they are keeping 
that promise. 

Once the Ministry of 
Education shut down the 
lines of communication by 
refusing to even discuss the 


school board’s decision to 
close Niagara District 
Secondary School, the 
Friends took their next 
step—they have asked for a 
judicial review from the 
Superior Court of Justice. 

They have hired a 
Toronto lawyer and filed an 
affidavit outlining “many 
unaccountable and unac¬ 
ceptable actions” by the 
DSBN going back a 
decade—actions which 
have led to the closure of 
Niagara on the Lake’s only 
secondary school, said 
spokesperson Sandra 

It was an unwillingness 
to communicate, on the 
part of the school board 
and the ministry, that led to 


the launching of a legal bat¬ 
tle, said Cowan. 

None of the information 
in the affidavit filed with 
the request for a review is 
new, she said—it was all in 
the brief the town compiled 
and sent to the Minister of 
Education. 

"Some of it deals with 
points of order and the pro¬ 
cedures of voting—the 
points trustee Gary 
Atamanyk has been mak¬ 
ing. Also it brings attention 
to some of the actions of 
the school board over the 
last 10 years and the indica¬ 
tions that the closure of 
NDSS had been predeter¬ 
mined before the last 
accommodation review 
took place.” 


Cowan says it was not an 
easy decision to make. 

“We tried all the proper 
channels, but they didn’t 
work. We couldn’t leave a 
stone unturned, and this 
was all that was left for us to 
do. We hoped the final step 
would be the request to the 
Minister of Education, but 
she washed her hands of it 
and left it at the local level. 
If we’re not going to get 
help from the Ministry 
there is nowhere left for us 
to turn except to the 
courts,” said Cowan. 

“If we don’t do this we’d 
have to walk away and 
we’re not prepared to do 
that. We have to be sure 
we've tried everything.” 

The actual closure date 


for NDSS is Aug. 31, she 
said, and though "what the 
board is doing might indi¬ 
cate it’s already closed in 
their minds doesn’t mean 
it’s closed in our minds.” 

Although current NOTL 
high school students have 
made their decisions about 
where to go in September, 
the battle the Friends of 
NDSS are continuing isn’t 
just about them, Cowan 
said, it’s about the future of 
high school education in 
NOTL. 

This is a “David and 
Goliath” fight, she said, and 
has been all along. 

“They have all the money 
and they have all the power, 
but let’s remember who 
won that battle.”

Let’s hope Lakeshore Rd.

W e know there is a group of 
people in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake who are likely quite 
content about the news this week that 
the major proponents are pulling out 
of Project Niagara. 

We are aware others will be disap¬ 
pointed they won’t be able to sit on the 
lawn of the Lakeshore Road Parks 
Canada property, inaccessible for 
many years, enjoying a glass of wine 
and some fine music. 

Project Niagara might have brought 
some traffic woes and parking prob¬ 
lems. The music might have disturbed 
those who live closest to the property. 
We don't think so, because we believed 
the proponents intended to be good 
neighbours and the inconvenience to 
others would have been minimal. But 
we’ll likely never know. 

While the local debate about Project 
Niagara was mostly centred on two 
concerns—traffic and noise—there was 
another important issue at stake: the 
economy. 

And it appears, ironically, it was the 
economy that has silenced the music 
some of us hoped to hear right here in 
our own backyard, so to speak. 

It’s been more than five years since 
two major orchestras, one from 
Toronto and one from Ottawa, pin¬ 
pointed Niagara as the area to host a 
summer music festival. 

After some investigation, they decid¬ 
ed on the magical location of the 
Lakeshore Road property, with visions 
of concerts against the backdrop of 
Lake Ontario, surrounded by a 
Carolinian Forest and an historic bat¬ 
tlefield of the War of 1812. 

At the time, the economic climate 
was healthy, tourism was booming, 
especially in Niagara, and a cultural 
attraction seemed like a great fit. 

The plan was that two-thirds of the 


$76-million cost of the project would 
be borne by public funding, and of 
course not everyone agreed that was a 
good use of taxpayers’ money. But the 
jobs and revenue it would attract 
seemed to make it well worth-while. 

It was estimated that the festival 
would create hundreds of jobs, attract 
hundreds of thousands of visitors each 
year, and generate about $100 million 
in economic spinoffs. 

It seemed that upper levels of gov¬ 
ernment supported the proposal, but 
as times got tougher, the delay in fund¬ 
ing grew longer, and the momentum 
was lost. 

Understandably, those who worked 
to bring the festival to the shores of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake said enough is 
enough and pulled the plug on the 
project. 

But they have left an opening. 

The groundwork has already been 
done. It wasn't because of local oppo¬ 
sition the proponents pulled out, it was 
because nobody showed them the 
money. 

The idea might not be permanently 
shelved. Many believed in the dream. 
Others might come forward. 

During the last five years of debate, 
we conceded that not until the festival 
became a reality would we understand 
its true consequences, from its impact 
on local neighbourhoods to its actual 
economic affect. 

The festival was once envisioned as 
an opening to the War of 1812 bicen¬ 
tennial celebrations. That’s obviously 
not going to happen. 

But we still like to think that one day, 
we will be able to enjoy that Parks 
Canada property, maybe with music, 
possibly a glass of wine in hand. 

It may not be Music Niagara, but let’s 
hope the fences will one day come

It’s a dilemma. Is it easier 
to replace a good man or a 
good painting? 

That was the question 


pondered by 
Bernard Shaw in me 
Doctor's Dilemma, which 
opened at the Shaw Festival 
Theatre last week. 

Today, the question might 
be more along the lines of 
whether hockey players and 
politicians should jump the 
vaccination queue when 
there is not enough serum to 
go around, or whether a 
smoker should receive a 
lung transplant.

tions remains unchanged 
more than 100 years later— 
the medical profession 
shouldn’t have to choose 
who gets to live or die, but in 
reality, sometimes difficult 
choices have to be made. 

We’re so very accustomed 
to listening to Bernard 
Shaw’s debates on social 
justice, and the Doctor’s 
Dilemma is no exception— 
but this particular argu¬ 
ment, which continues to 
this day in our own country 
and south of the border, has 
a new look and a new feel. 

We’re not accustomed to 
hearing strains of songs 
from the Rolling Stones at a 


Shaw production—the 

music lends a welcome, 
upbeat and up-dated sound 
to words that seem outdat- 

l. 

But therein lies the play’s

The doctors’ indecision 
and disagreement about 
how best to treat tuberculo¬ 
sis doesn’t bode well for 
their patients, but their

The Niagara Campus of the McMaster University Michael G. DeGroote School of 
Medicine opened in September 2008, providing a vibrant academic environment 
to encourage medical students and other health-care professionals to settle in the 
Niagara Region. 


Dr. Karen Berti and Dr. David Reimer, physicians at 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake Hospital, are both faculty 
members of the Niagara Campus of the McMaster 
University Michael G. DeGroote School of Medicine 


The medical school’s Niagara campus, currently at the St. Catharines General, will 
move to a new building at Brock University. However, 3,995 sq.ft, in our new hospital 
will be dedicated to academic space. One of the design principles of the new hospital 
is to create areas for learning and research. Features will include an 840 sq.ft, 
library, three 350 sq.ft, clinical teaching labs, 11 on-call rooms, resident and student 
lounges and a student meeting room. Video integration and satellite broadcasts of 
procedures are other exciting features that will help increase recruitment, provide job 
satisfaction, and create opportunities for research participation and funding. 
Classrooms are also being built in Welland and Niagara Falls, with training at Douglas 
Memorial, Port Colborne General and Niagara-on-the-Lake Hospitals. By 2016, it 
is expected that over 168 student physicians and medical residents will have been 
trained in the hospital sites and health-care facilities of the Niagara peninsula. 


Dr. Berti has been involved with McMaster’s School 
of Medicine for many years and currently supervises 
a medical resident at the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Hospital. 

This medical resident must travel to McMaster in 
Hamilton for part of his training for the 1st year of 
the family medicine residency training, as the entire 
program is not yet in place. However, in five years 
all the residency practical training for the Niagara 
Campus will be done in-house and residents will 
not have to travel to Hamilton for this part of their 
training.

Dr. Berti says, “I am very excited about the 
development of the Niagara Campus of the McMaster 
University Michael G. DeGroote School of Medicine.

Dr. Reimer has been a faculty member at McMaster 
University Michael G. DeGroote School of Medicine 
since 2002 and has supervised a number of medical 
students and residents from McMaster and the Rural 
Ontario Medical Program - an elective that allows 
students to do rural medicine practicum. Two of 
these students are now practicing in Niagara. 

Dr. Reimer says, “It will be very nice when all the 
components of the program are in place here in 
Niagara; it will benefit the medical resident trainees 
as well as the patients.”
